Try to Hide Scandal. 

The Indian Bureau has been hand- 
ling the case for a long time, it be- 
came known today. For over a year 
it has had evidence showing the col- 
lusion of high officials in the frauds. 
But until accident gave publicity to 
the charges it remained benevolently 
secretive. Now, with Selby's state- 
ment made public, there is nothing 
to do but to at least go through the 
forms of an investigation, with 
whatever risk of scandal for the re- 
| publican party administration. may 
result.
